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Laws governing Practice of 
Medicine in Texas 



WITH RULES AND REGULATIONS PER- 
TAINING TO COLLEGE REQUIRE- 
MENTS, EXAMINATIONS AND 
RECIPROCITY 



Section i. That a Board, to be known 
.as the Board of Medical Examiners for 
the State of Texas, is hereby established. 
Said Board shall consist of eleven men 
learned in medicine, legal and active 
practitioners in the State of Texas, who 
1 shall have resided and practiced medi- 
;cine in this State under a diploma from a 
legal and reputable college of medicine 
of the school to which said practitioner 
shall belong, for more than three years 
prior to their appointment, and no one 
school shall have a majority representa- 
tion on said Board. Said Board shall be 
appointed by the Governor of this State 
within ninety days after this act shall be- 
come effective and biennially thereafter 
within ninety days after his inauguration 
and the term of office of its members 



shall be two years, or until the 
sors shall be appointed and qua 
member of said Board shall b< 
holder or a member of the fac 
board of trustees of any medic 
Vacancies occurring in the Bo 
be filled by the Governor.

Said Board, or any member, shall 
have power to administer oaths for all 
purposes required in the discharge of its 
duties, and to adopt a seal to be affixed 
to all of its official documents. 

Sec. 3. The Board of Examiners shall 
preserve a record of its proceedings in a 
book kept for that purpose, showing 
[lame, age, place and duration of resi- 
lence of each applicant, the time spent 
medical study in respective medical 
chools, and the year and school from 
fhlch degrees were granted; said regis- 
sr shall also show whether applicants 
i^ere rejected or licensed, and shall be 
^rima facie evidence of all matters con- 
lined therein. The secretary of the 
Joard shall, on March 1, of each year, 
ransmit an official copy of said register 
the Secretary of State for permanent 
ccord, certified copy of which, with hand 
id seal of the sec ret a r^^ of said Board, 
^r Secretary of State, shall be admitted 
evidence in all courts. 
Sec, 4» From and after the passage of 
lis act it shall be unlawful for any one 
to practice medicine in any of its 
branches upon human beings withm the 
limits of this State who has not registered 
in the District Clerk's office of the coun- 
ty in which he resides his authority for 
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so practicing, as herein prescribed, to- 
gether with his age, postoffice address, 
place of birth, school of practice to which 
he professes to belong, subscribed and 
verified by oath, which if wilfully false, 
shall subject the applicant to conviction 
and punishment for false swearing as 
provided by law. The fact of such oath 
and record shall be endorsed by the Dis- 
trict Clerk upon the certificate. The 
holder of the certificate must have the 
same recorded upon each change of resi- 
dence to another county, and the absence 
of such record shall be prima facie evi- 
dence of the want of possession of such 
certificate. 

Sec. 5. It is hereby made the. duty of 
the District Clerk of each county in this 
State to purchase a book of suitable size, 
to be known as the **Medical Register" 
of such county, and set apart one full 
page for the registration of each physi- 
cian, and to record in the same the name 
and record of each practitioner who pre- 
sents a certificate from the State Board 
of Examiners issued under this act. The 
clerk shall receive the sum of one dollar 
from each physician so registered, which 
shall be his full compensation for all 
duties required under this act. When any 
physician shall die or remove from the 
county, or have his license revoked, it 
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shall be the duty of said clerk to make a 
note of facts at the bottom of the page as 
closing the record. On the first day of 
January, in each year, said clerk shall, on 
the request of the Board, certify to the 
officer of the State Board of Medical 
Examiners, a correct list of the physi- 
cians then registered in the county, to- 
gether with such other information as 
said Board may require. Any District 
Clerk, upon conviction of knowingly vio- 
lating any of the provisions of this act, 
shall be fined not more than fifty dollars. 
A copy from the Medical Register per- 
taining to any person certified to by said 
clerk under the seal of said court ; also a 
certificate issued by said officer certifying 
that any person named has or has not 
registered in said office, as required by 
this act, shall be admitted as evidence in 
all trial courts. 

Sec. 6. Within one year after the 
passage of this act, all legal practitioners 
of medicine in this State, who, practicing 
under the provisions of previous laws, or 
under diplomas of a reputable and legal 
college of medicine, have not already re- 
ceived license from a State medical ex- 
amining board of this State, shall present 
to the Board of Medical Examiners for 
the State of Texas, documents or legally 
certified transcripts of documents, suffi- 



cient to establish the existence and va- 
lidity of such diplomas or the valid and 
existing license heretofore issued by pre- 
vious examining boards of this State, or 
exemption existing under any law, and 
shall receive from said Board verification 
license, which shall be recorded in the 
District Clerk's office in the county in 
which the licentiates may reside. Such 
verification license shall be issued for a 
fee of fifty cents to all practitioners who 
have not already received a license from 
a board of medical examiners of this 
State. It is especially provided that 
those whose claims to State licenses rest 
upon diplomas from medical colleges re- 
corded from January i, 1891, to July 9, 
1 90 1, shall present to the State Board 
of Medical Examiners satisfactory evi- 
dence that their diplomas were issued 
from bona fide medical colleges of rep- 
utable standing, which shall be decided 
by the Board of Medical Examiners be- 
fore they are entitled to a certificate 
from said Board. This Board may, at 
its discretion, arrange for reciprocity in 
license with the authorities of other 
States and Territories having require- 
ments equal to those established by this 
act. License may be granted applicants 
for license under such reciprocity on pay- 
ment of twenty dollars. 
^ 6 
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Sec. 7. All applicants for license to 
practice medicine in this State who are 
not licensed under the provisions of the 
previous section must successfully pass 
an examination before the Board of 
Medical Examiners established by this 
act. Applicants to be eligible for ex- 
amination must present satisfactory evidence 
to the Board that they are more than twenty- 
one years of age, of good moral char- 
acter and graduates of bona fide, reput- 
able medical schools. Such school shall 
be considered reputable within the mean- 
ing of this act whose entrance require- 
ments and courses of instruction are as 
high as those adopted by the better class 
of medical schools of the United States, 
whose course of instruction shall embrace 
not less than four terms of five months 
each. Application for examination must 
be made in writing under affidavit to the 
secretary of the Board, on forms prepar- 
ed by the Board, accompanied by a fee of 
fifteen dollars; except when an applicant 
desires to practice obstetrics alone, the 
fee shall be five dollars. Such applicants 
shall be given due notice of the date 
and place of examination. Applicants 
to practice obstetrics in the State of Tex- 
as, upon properl application, shall be 
examined by the Board in obstetrics only, 
and upon satisfactory examination shall 
7 



be licensed to practice that branch only; 
provided, this shall not apply to those 
who do not follow obstetrics as a profes- 
sion, and who do not advertise them- 
selves as obstetricians or midwives, or 
hold themselves out to the public as so 
practicing. In case any applicant, he- 
cause of failure to pass examination, be 
refused a license he or she shall, after 
one year, be permitted to take a second 
examination without an additional fee. 
Sec. 8. The fund realized from the 
aforesaid fees shall be applied first to 
the payment of necessary expenses of the 
Board of Examiners; any remaining 
funds shall be applied by the order of 
the Board to compensating members of 
the Board in proportion to their labors. 

Sec. 9. All examinations shall be con- 
ducted in writing and in such manner as 
shall be entirely fair and impartial to all 
individuals and every school of medicine, 
the applicants being known by numbers, 
without names or other method of identi- 
fication on examination papers by which 
members of the Board may be able to 
identify such papers until after the appli- 
cants have been granted licenses or re- 
jected. Examinations shall be conducted 
on the scientific branches of medicine 
^ only, and shall include anatomy, physiol- 
^ogy, chemistry, histology, pathology, 
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bacteriology, physical diagnosis, surgery, 
obstetrics, gynecology, hygiene and med- 
ical jurisprudence.. Upon satisfactory 
examination, under the rules of the 
Board, applicants shall be granted li- 
censes to practice medicine. All ques- 
tions and answers, with grades attached, 
shall be preserved for one year. All ap- 
plicants examined at the same time shall 
be given identical questions in each 
of the above branches. All certificates 
shall be attested by the seal and signed 
by all members of the Board, or a quo- 
rum thereof. 

Sec. id. Nothing in this act shall be 
construed as to discriminate against any 
particular school or system of medical 
practice. This act shall not apply to 
dentists legally qualified and registered 
under the laws of this State who confine 
their practice strictly to dentistry ; nor to 
nurses who practice only nursing; nor 
to masseurs in their particular sphere of 
labor, who publicly represent themselves 
as such; nor to commissioned or contract 
surgeons of the United States Army, 
Navy or Public Health and Marine Hos- 
pital Service, in the performance of their 
duties, but such shall not engage in pri- 
vate practice without license from the 
Board of Medical Examiners; nor to 
legally qualified physicians of other 
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itates called in consultation, but who do 
not open offices or appoint places in this 
State where patients may be met or called 
to see. This act shall be so construed 
as to apply to persons other than licensed 
druggists of this State, not pretending 
to be physicians, who offer for sale on 
the streets or other public places reme- 
dies which they recommend for the cure 
of disease. U 

Sec, II. The State Board of Medical 
Examiners may refuse to admit persons 
to it examinations or to issue the certifi- 
cate provided for in this act for any offl 
the following causes: First, The pre-™ 
sentation to the Board of any lisense, 
certificate or diploma which was illegally 
or fraudulently obtained^ or when fraud 
or deception has been practiced in pass- 
ing the examination. Second. Convic- 
tion of a crime of the grade of felony, 
or one which involv^es moral tm*pitude, 
or procuring or aiding or abetting the 
procuring of a criminal abortion. Third, 
Other grossly unprofessional or dishon- 
orable conduct of a character likely to 
deceive or defraud the public; or for hab- 
its of intemperance or drug addiction cal 
culated to endanger the lives of pa 
tients; provided, that any applicant who 
may be refused admittance to examina- 
tion before said Board shall have his 
10 



right of action to have such issue tried in 
the District Court of the county in which 
some member of the Board shall reside. 

Sec. 12. The right herein to practice 
medicine in this State may be revoked 
by any court of competent jurisdiction, 
upon proof of the violation of the law 
in any respect in regard thereto, or for 
any cause for which the State Board of 
Medical Examiners is authorized to re- 
fuse to admit persons to its examinations 
as provided in section 1 1 of this act ; and 
it shall be the duty of the several dis- 
trict and county attorneys of this State 
to file and prosecute appropriate judicial 
proceedings in the name of the State on 
request of any member of said Board. 

Sec. 13. Any person shall be regard- 
ed as practicing medicine within the 
meaning of this act ( i ) who shall pub- 
licly profess to be a physician or surgeon 
and shall treat, or offer to treat any dis- 
ease or disorder, mental or physical, or 
any physical deformity or injury, by any 
system or method, or to effect cures 
thereof. ( 2 ) Or who shall treat or offer 
to treat any disease or disorder, mental 
or physical, or any physical deformity 
or injury by any system or method or to 
effect cures thereof and charge therefor, 
directly or indirectly, money or other 
compensation.

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Sec* 14, Any person practicing medi- 
cine in this State In violation of the pro- 
visions of this act shall, upon conviction 
thereofi he fined in any sum not less than 
$50 nor more than $500, and by impris- 
onment in the county jail for a term not 
exceeding six months> and each day of 
such violation shall constitute a separate h 
offense, and in no such case shall the vio- fl 
lator be entitled to recover anything for 
the services rendered. 

Sec, 15. AH certificates heretofore 
issued by any board of medical examiners 
in this State under any former law shall 
be and continue in full force and effect 
for one year after this act shall take ef- 
fect, but not afterwards, and any person 
who may, when this act shall take effect, 
be practicing medicine within this State 
under the provisions of existing laws or fl 
under any exception contained therein, ™ 
but without license, may, for one year 
thereafter, but not longer, continue in 
such practice, without license; and all 
such certificates and all such rights to 
practice medicine shall be in all respects 
subject to the provisions of this act as 
though issued or acquired under its pro- 
visions. 

Sec. 16. The tenns **physiclan" and 
*'*surgeon,'' as used in this act, shall be 
construed as synonymous, and the terms 
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**practitioners" and "practitioners of 
medicine," as used in this act, shall be 
construed to refer to and include physi- 
cians and surgeons. 

Sec. 17. All laws and parts of law in 
conflict with the provisions of this act 
be, and the same are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 18. The fact that there is now 
no law properly regulating the practice 
of medicine in this State, creates an emer- 
gency and an imperative public neces- 
sity that the constitutional rule requiring 
bills to be read on three several days be 
suspended, and the same is hereby sus- 
pended, and that this act take effect and 
be in force from. and after its passage. 



MISCELLANEOUS 



Regulations of the Board of Medical 
Examiners for the State of Texas Re- 
lating to Medical Colleges and Ad- 
mitting to Medical Study. 

Section 1. Authority. 

The Board of Medical Examiners for 
the State of Texas is by the Medical 
13 




Practice Act of 1907 allowed to ad- 
mit to its examinations for license to 
practice medicine only applicants who 
are graduates of bona fide reputable 
medical schools of the first-class. The 
law says: **Such schools shall be con- 
sidered reputable within the meaning of 
this act whose entrance requirements and 
course of instruction are as high as those 
adopted by the better class of medical 
schools of the United States." Upon 
this authority are issued the following 
standard requirements for Texas medical 
colleges, equivalent to those adopted by 
the better class of medical schools of the 
United States. Only those Texas medi- 
cal schools enforcing the following en- 
trance requirements and having the fol- 
lowing prescribed facilities and courses 
of instruction, after October i, 1908, will 
be considered reputable and their grad- 
uates admitted to the examinations of 
this Board. 

Section 2. Entrance Requirements. 

Colleges to be considered reputable 
shall admit to their courses of instruction 
only students to whom entrance certifi- 
cates have been granted by this Board. 
The enforcement of this rule will begin 
with matriculates in the fall of 1908. 
These entrance certificates will be issued 




upon : ( I ) Acceptable credentials ; ( 2 ) 
The successful passing of an examination 
before this Board of Examiners, or its 
agents. 

(i) Acceptable Credentials. 

(a) A diploma from a reputable 
university or college granting the de- 
gree of A. B., B. S., or equivalent de- 
gree. 

(b) A student's certificate of admis- 
sion by examination, issued by a univer- 
sity or college of the first-class, which 
will be accepted for admission to the 
College of Arts of the University of 
Texas. 

(c) A diploma from the Texas State 
Normal Schools, the Agricultural and 
Mechanical College, or the Girls' Col- 
lege of Industrial Arts. 

(d) A diploma from a high school 
which is fully affiliated in the first grade 
with the University of Texas. 

Graduates of high schools affiliated 
with the University of Texas in the sec- 
ond and third groups of affiliated 
schools will be credited with the sub- 
jects which have been completed and in 
which the schools are affiliated. They 
will be required to pass examinations on 
a sufficient number of elective branches to 
15 
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give them credit for 1 1 units at the ti 
of entrance, and for 14 units by the 
■ Sophomore year. In 1909 credit for 14 
units will be required at the time of en- 
trance* 

I (^) A diploma from a normal school, 
academy, seminary, or other school le- 
gally constituted, when documentary evi- 
dence show^s that the work included a 
four years* course which was preceded 
by eight years of study in the elementary 
and intermediate grades. 

I (f) A medical students' certificate 
will be required at the time of entrance, 
issued upon examination by any State 
Board of Medical Examiners having rec- 
iprocity arrangements with this Board, fl 

H (g) Holders of first grade State 
™ Teachers' Certificates will be given credit 
for 8 units in the prescribed subjects . 
named below, and holders of permanent m 
State Teachers* Certificates will be given * 
credit for 1 1 units. Credit for the addi- 
tional number of units requh'ed must be 
secured by examination or by the presen- ^ 
tation of satisfactory credentials. I

^ Examinations for the issuance of cer-^ 
tlficates for entrance to Texas Medical 
Colleges w^ill be held in Fort Worth, 




Dallas and Galveston, September 24th, 
25th and 26th. These examinations will 
be announced in three of the leading 
daily newspapers of the State. 

- The examination questions will be set 
by the State Superintendent of Public In- 
struction, or by the Examining Commit- 
tee of the College of Arts of the Univer- 
sity of Texas, and sent under seal to the 
agents of the Board in the cities named. 
The examinations will be conducted ac- 
cording to the rules governing the exam- 
inations for admission to the University 
of Texas and the examination papers will 
be graded by the authorities who prepare 
the questions or by committees appoint- 
ed by them. Applicants will be required 
to make a general average of 70 per cent 
in the examination. Applicants for ex- 
amination will be required to refrain 
from indicating in any way to what medical 
college admission is desired. 

After papers have been graded as 
above mentioned, they will be forwarded 
to Secretary of the State Board of Medi- 
cal Examiners, who will on receipt of 
same issue to those whose examination 
has been satisfactory, and to those hold- 
ing acceptable credentials a permit to en- 
ter a medical college in Texas. The Sec-

Botany — i or 2 units. 

Physiography — ^ unit. 

Physiology — ^ unit (Colson, Briefer 
Course).

Solid Geometry — >4 unit. 

Trigonometry — J4 unit. 

Manual Training — i or 2 units. 
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Section IV. Requirements of 
Medical College. 

This Board \Yill consider in good 
standing only such medical colleges of 
this State as have the following require- 
ments for admission and graduation, fa- 
cilities for instruction and curricula : 

Note. — Graduates of high schools of 
less than the first grade will be required 
to pass an examination before this Board 
on branches sufficient to make their 
course equivalent to a high school of the 
first grade. 

Schools of this and other States having 
the above entrance requirements and the 
following curricula, shall have its grad- 
uates admitted to examination before 
this Board when said school is approved 
by the National Association to which 
school belongs. 

(a) Matriculation only upon certifi- 
cates, guaranteeing a preliminary educa- 
tion, issued by this Board. 

(b) An attendance on four full 
courses of lectures in four separate years, 
the work of each year to include not less 
than 900 teaching hours and an' aggre- 
gate of 3600 teaching hours. 

(c) An attendance of at least 80 per 
cent on each course of instruction. 





(d) A period of at least 42 months 
from the date of matriculation and the 
date of graduation. 

(e) Colleges must possess adequate 
and competent faculties, for teaching 
modem medicine, surgery and obstetrics 
in all their branches. 

(f) Colleges must afford their stu- 
dents adequate laboratories and labora- 
tory equipment and adequate clinical and 
hospital facilities. 

(g) Colleges must embrace in their 
curriculum courses in anatomy, physiol- 
ogy, chemistry, matria medica, therapeut- 
ics, medicine, surgery, obstetrics, gyne- 
cology histology, bacteriology, pathol- 
ogy, dermatology, physical diagnosis, 
hygiene and medical jurisprudence. 

(h) Colleges must literally observe 
their own published requirements for ad- 
mission, tuition, times of attendance on 
the annual sessions and graduation, 
which must be definitely set forth, to- 
gether with complete lists of matricu- 
lants and annual graduates in their reg- 
ular printed annual catalogues or an- 
nouncements. 

What a Medical College Should 
Be. 

I. The medical school buildings. — 
The buildings should be sanitary an^ 
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commodious, allowing ample space, ac- 
cording to size of classes, for labora- 
tories, ampitheatres, examination and 
recitation rooms. 

2. Laboratory facilities and instruc- 
tion. — ^Ample laboratory facilities and 
apparatus, according to size of classes, 
should be provided for work in the fol- 
lowing subjects and the minimum time 
devoted to each shall be as follows : 

Anatomy. — ^Ten hours per week shall 
be given in dissections and laboratory 
instruction during Freshmen and Sopho- 
more years, and 540 hours shall be re- 
quired. 

Physiology. — 150 hours. At least 
100 hours of this time shall be in ade- 
quately equipped laboratory. 

Chemistry. — 200 hours in laboratory 
work. 

Biology. — 30 hours laboratory work. 

Histology. — 100 hours laboratory 
work ; 40 hours lectures. 

Embryology. — 30 hours, laboratory; 
100 hours, lectures. 

General pathology. — 200 hours, lab- 
oratory; 100 hours, lectures. 

Bacteriology. — 100 hours. 

Pharmacology. — 40 hours, labora- 
tory; 40 hours, lectures. 

Hygiene. — 30 hours, lectures. 

Practice. — 400 hours, lectures — clinic

and demonstration; 60 hours in labora- 
tory of clinical medicine. 

Obstetrics. — 120 hours. 

Gynecology. — 170 hours. 

Surgery. — 400 hours. 

Surgical anatomy. — 100 hours. 

Neurology. — 150 hours. 

Pedriatrics. — 150 hours. 

Dermatology. — 60 hours. 

Physical diagnosis. — 70 hours. 

Eye, ear, nose and throat. — 150 hours. 

Medical jurisprudence. — 40 hours. 

Climatology. — 20 houfs. 

3. Dispensary facilities and instruc- 
tion. — ^The dispensary material available 
should be in the proportion of 100 pa- 
tients per year to each senior student. 
The main dispensary must be under the 
control of the college. 

4. Hospital facilities and instruction. 
— ^The hospital standard to be set in the 
proportion of two beds to each mem- 
ber of the senior class accessible and to 
be utilized and under control of the 
college. 

5. Supplementary facilities, such as 
library, charts, electrical apparatus, mod- 
els, museum, etc., judged according to 
condition and use of same by the teach- 
ing corps and the students. The library 
should have at least 500 volumes, include 




ing modern textbooks and the chief medi- 
cal periodicals. The museum should be 
kept up to date and the specimens prop- 
erly labeled and indexed. 

6. Adequate laboratory facilities shall 
be taken to mean that each student shall 
be provided with sufficient apparatus, 
consisting of microscope, etc., so that 
each student may do his individual work 
at his or her laboratory period. 



RULES REGULATING EXAMI- 
NATIONS. 



I. Every person desiring to appear 
before the Board of Medical Examiners 
for the State of Texas must make appli- 
cation to the Secretary or President, on a 
form that will be furnished, filling out 
the blanks fully and correctly. The fee 
of fifteen dollars must accompany it, and 
the full name and address must be sign- 
ed to it. When the applicant desires to 
practice midwifery alone the fee shall 
be five dollars. No applicant will be 
admitted to examination who cannot sub- 
mit satisfactory evidence that he or she 
is more than twenty-one years of age, a 




graduate of a reputable medical college, 
is of good moral character, and produce 
evidence to establish the fact that the 
diploma was procured in the regular 
course of instruction, without fraud or 
misrepresentation of any kind. 

2. Applicants are required to be present 
promptly at the hour named for the be- 
ginning of the examinations. They must 
furnish their own pens, penholders and 
ink ; the Secretary will supply paper and 
blotting paper. AH examinations will be 
in writing, and so far as possible only one 
applicant will be permitted at the same 
desk or table. 

3. No applicant shall enter the exami- 
nation room more than thirty minutes 
late, and no applicant will be permitted 
to leave the room within thirty minutes 
after the questions have been written 
without permission of the committee in 
charge, and then in company with a mem- 
ber. A violation of this rule will forfeit 
to the applicant the benefits of the ex- 
amination for that session. 

4. No applicant will be allowed to 
bring books, compends, notes or helps 
of any kind; will not be allowed to com- 
municate with any other applicant in any 
way during examinations. Conversation 
of any kind between applicants will be 
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considered an attempt 
receive information. A violation of this 
rule will cancel the examination of the 
offending applicant. License will not be 
issued to any applicant detected in decep- 
tion or fraud in passing examinations, 

5. The Secretary shall furnish the ap- 
plicant the number of his or her applica- 
tion, who shall place the number at the 
head of his or her answer sheets and not 
write his or her name on them. He or 
she shall sign the official number to all 
examination papers and not the name, 

6. There will be given out ten ques- 
tions in each of the following branches: 
Anatomy, physiology, chemistryj histol- 
ogy, pathology, bacterology, physical 
diagnosis, surgery, obstetrics, gynecol- 
ogy, hygiene, and medical jurisprudence. 
Answers must be written in ink in a 
plain, legible hand, and in the order of 
the questions, the number to each ques- 
tion written to the answer of the same, 
and be required to write questions on his 
paper with their proper number, and 

BwTite answer beneath same. At the top of 
each sheet containing answers must be 
written the subject, date, place and num- 

Kber. 

7. The number assigned to the appli- 
cant at the first session must be used 
throughout the examinations. 
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8. The Board of Examiners shall be- 
gin their inspection of answers as soon 
as practicable after the close of exami- 
nations, and return their rating to the 
Secretary at the earliest possible moment 
compatible with thorough investigation 
and due deliberation upon the points 
made in each branch. 

9. A correct set of answers to the 
questions of any one paper shall entitle 
the applicant to the full mark for that 
subject, viz: 100 points. Each full and 
correct answer rating 10 points. Partial 
or imperfect answers shall be rated by 
the examiner in accordance with their de- 
gree of fullness and correctness. 

ID. A general average of not less than 
75 out of a possible 100 points will be 
required. 

11. No applicant shall take from the 
room a copy of the examination papers. 
After examination papers have been 
handed In they shall be the property of 
the Board, and shall not be given to an 
applicant nor to any other person. 

12. Questions must be given out and 
answers collected punctually at the time 
specified. 

13. At the close of the examinations 
each candidate must subscribe, under 
oath, his or her examination number to 
the following declaration, place in an 
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velope* seal, with his or her signature 
and address and deliver the same to the 
Secretary of the Board:

B 16. Each applicant will be advised by 
mail of the result of the examination as 
soon as it has been determined. 

17. Examinations shall be in English 
only, except when applicant desires some 
other language, in which case he shall be 
J required to pay an additional fee of $15 
for interpreting same. 
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>■ RECIPROCITy 

The Texas State Board of Medical 
Examiners is allowed, by law, at its 
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discretion, to arrange for reciprocity inB 
license with the authorities of other 
States and Territories having require- 
ments equal to those established by this 
Act. License may be granted applicants 
holding reciprocal endorsements on pay- 
ment of twenty dollars. 

Reciprocity license Is granted under 
Qualification No. 1/* only viz, when 
an applicant has successfully passed a 
written examination, before a State 
Board, with which Texas is In reciprocal ■ 
relationship, ™ 

The following States are now in re- 
ciprocal relation with Texas: Missouri^ 
Maine, Nebraska, Minnesota, Michigan, 
Kentucky* Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Dis- 
trict of Columbia, West Virginia, Mary- 
land, Wisconsin, Vermont, and North 
Dakota. 

License granted by this Board must 
be recorded in District Clerk*s office in 
this State In the county In which holder 
resides, before he can legally practice 
medicine in Texas. The absence of such 
record shall be prima facie evidence of 
the want of possession of such license. 
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
